Reasons for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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4. Regarding claim 14, claim is allowable over prior art of record after being 
amended to be patently distinct from cited references. Claim 14 differs from the cited 
references in that claim claims a first function, managing distinctive group identification 
information for a group of communication apparatuses, and another function, of forming 
such a group and performing the group communication in the group, are separated from 
each other, with one function centralized at a first communication apparatus, and the 
other, decentralized so as to be performed by any radio communication apparatus(es). 
In this manner of the disclosure, group communication can be dynamically performed by 
any radio communication apparatus(es) having the mentioned second function, and yet 
all of the group identification information transmitted by the first communication 
apparatus can be managed so as to be distinctive respectively. 

5. Independent claims 27, 72 and 75-77 are allowed for similar reasons as 
recited in claim 14 because of similar scope.
